GOVERNMENT’S PURCHASES OF 
FUEL, 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, moved a 
vote ‘or £112,208 for the purchase and 
importation of fuel during the coal émergency, 
and for expenses connected therewith.

The total amount of eval for which provision 
was made was 128,000 tons, being the normal 
import into Dublin for about four-and-a-half 
weeks, or six-and-a-half weeks, if the large 
consumers were excluded. The c.i.f. price for 
this coal in Dublin would average about 
£5 10s. per ton. The difference between the 
original cost and the present market price 
represented a very small margin, and the 
present market value of any coal in Dublin 
would depend on the date of order. 


PRICE OF ENGLISH COAL. 

As regards coal from England, that coal 
should be sold to the consumer at 60s. to 65s. 
per ton. 

Mr. Norton asked what the deficit on this 
transaction was likely to be.

The 
money lent had been borrowed at a low rate 
of interest, and the money repaid was being 
re-employed by the British Government on a 
very profitable basis.. The amount of loans 
outstanding was about £10,350,000. By the 
agreement the iiability for that sum was dis- 
charged by an annual payment of £600,000 
for twenty years, The present value of an 
annuity of £600,000 at 5 per cent. for 2 
years would be about 71 millions. For ten 
years after the twenty-year period substantial 
sums would still come in in repayments of the 
loans. 

He explained how they had made bar- 

ains by the agreement on the subjects of 

ritish property taken over by the Saorstat, 
and the discharge of claims made by the 
British to the Compensation Commission. 
The British waived all claim in respect of

Professor Magennis said that he thought 
that the public would be seriously alarmed 
by the statement.

Professor Magennis—I must ask the 
Chairman to protect me against the interrup- 
tions of the President, who is the most dis- 
orderly member of the House. 

The President—We want the truth. 

Professor Magennis—If you want the truth 
you will not find it in the President's 
speeches. 

The i Ya Speaker (Mr. O Maille) said 
that the deputy ought not to attribute un- 
truth to the President. 

Professor Magennis—I refuse to guarantee 
the truth. 

Reading further extracts from the official 
reports of the debate on the Pact last year, 
he quoted the following from President Cos- 
grave’s speech :—‘‘ I would hesitate to make 
any forecast of what our liabilities would be 
if the case were allowed to go before an 
arbitrator in cold figures. . I had only 
one figure in my mind. It was a huge 
nought, that’s the figure I strove for, and I 
got it.”’ Where, he asked, was now the “ big 
nought ’’ which the President spoke abot- 
from the cancellation of Article 5. Were the 
people not duped? 

The President—No. 

Professor Magennis pointed out that the 
Minister for Finance had stated that Article

Mr. Blythe said that Article 10 was an 
agreement on their part to make no claim in 
respect of certain. matters. 

A DEBTOR NATION. 

Professor Magennis—It is an agreement not 
to claim for a huge share of something that 
rightly is ours. How is it that the date of 
this White Paper is the 19th of March, 1926, 
and that it was not communicated to this 
House before now’? It appears from this 
precious document that Ireland is a debtor 
nation, and that as between the two States 
there was a bg sqrt delusion, in which the 
President used to share, or professed to share, 
to the effect that the debt was due to us.

THE HOME BARRACKS, ENNIS. 

In reply to Mr. P. Hogan (Clare), Mr. 
O'Higgins said that it was not intended to 
utilise the home barracks at. Ennis (formerly 
the County Jail and Inebriates’ Home) again 
as a prison. It was, therefore, proposed to 
make a closing order at an early date. The 
building would be re-vested in the County 
Council on the expiration of twelve months 
after the date of the closing order, umless in 
the meantime it was utilised for some public 
purpose. No such purpose was at present in 
contemplation. 

CINEMA LICENCES. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Shaw as to 
the duties of the Civic Guards in connection 
with the administration of the Cinematograph 
Act, Mr. O’Higgins said—Premises used for 
cinematograph exhibitions fall into two 
classes—(1) those which require to be licensed 
by a local authority, and (2) those which do 
not require to be so licensed: that is, premises 
in which not more than six exhibitions are 
given in any one year. The Garda Siochana 
have no functions in regard to the licensing 
of premises, but are entitled to receive at 
least seven days’ written notice of intention 
to apply for a licence or transfer. They have, 
however, been instructed to bring at once to 
the notice of local authorities any case in 
which. they have reason to believe that the 
conditions of the licence or the regulations 
oa under the Act have not been complied 
with. | 

Where the premises do not require to be 
licensed notice in advance must be given to 
the chief superintendent of the area in which 
the premises are situated of the intention te 
give a cinematograph exhibition. On receipt 
of such notice the premises will be inspected 
by the Garda, and in the event of an ex- 
hibition being given in unsuitable premises 
a prosecution wil be instituted. 

Any Garda may enter at any reasonable 
time any premises, whether licensed or not, 
in which he has reason to believe that a 
cinematograph exhibition is being given or 
about to be given, with a view to seeing 
whether the provisions of the Act or any 
regulations made thereunder have been com- 
plied with. 

The licensing authority is, for a county 
borough, the county borough council; for an 
urban district, the urban district council or 
the town commissioners, as the case may be, 
and in any other case the county council. 

The local authority as so defined is the 
responsible authority for seeing that the pro- 
visions of the Act in so far as they relate to 
licensing are carried out. The Minister for 
Justice will ensure that the Garda Siochana 
discharge the duties imposed on them hv the 


Act. | 
THE PORK TRADE. 

Mr. Baxter asked the Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture if he was considering the 
introduction of legislation to enable him to 
regulate the conditions under which pigs for 
the London pork trade might be killed, 
dressed and packed so that the prospects of 
the trade may not be endangered by the 
employment of unsatisfactory methods dne te 
inexperience or otherwise. 

Mr. Hogan said that the question of intro- 
ducing legislation to regulate the export 
trade )n dressed pork from Saoratat Eireann 
to Great Britain is under consideration, and 
the Department are carefully watching the 
conditions under which this trade is being 
developed. The slaughter and dressing of 
pork for consignment. to the Smithfield 
Market, London, are, generally speaking, 
being done in a satisfactory manner, and. 
with a few exceptions, the methods of 
packing dressed pork for transit, whether in 
crates or wrapped in canvas, are such as 
nave enabled the carrying companies to 
deliver the meat in good condition. 

Salesmern at the Centrai Markets, Smith- 
field, have testified to the good quality of a 
large proportion of the rk sent to London 
from rstat Kireann this season. In those 
instances where objectionable methods of 
packing pork carcases for transit have come 
under the notice of the Department, repre- 
sentations have been made to the consignors, 
and improvement has, therefore, been effected. 

The Department are fully alive to the 
injury caused to pork exported, and are 
taking every precaution for the proper pack- 
ing and delivery of their sál ais by: the 
few exporters who have shipped bat ime: 
roperly pdcked and inadequately protected 
or transit. The Department will, if 
necessary, take further action to. safeguard 
the development of the pork trade, and to 
ensure that the reputation of other Irish 
roduce is net detrimentally affected by care- 
essness in connection with 4.

When a vote for £122,208 was passed in 
Dail Eireann yesterday for the’ purchase 
and importation of coal into the Irish 
Free State during the recent emergency

The Townsman's Country. 


In the Christmas number of Country 
Life an essayist writes of the townsman’s 
almost pathetic love of the countryside 
which he so little understands. The true 
countryman is happy, but without ecstasy. 
He knows the habits of wild creatures and 
can read the signals of the sky. The crops, 
the cattle, the sunshine and the rain he 
watches with lively and understanding 
interest ; for they govern his fortunes. He 
is puzzled by the townsman, who does not 
know one grain field from another or a 
shorthorn from a polled Angus, and 
will stare for. moments over a bridge and 
never recognise the grey shadows that lie 
head to stream—the townsman, as ignorant 
of the book of the countryside as the un- 
instructed of the Arabic alphabet, who, 
nevertheless, seizes every fugitive oppor- 
tunity to escape from pavements to green 
fields. Nevertheless—as the essayist re- 
marks—the townsman often says a reveal- 
ing thing. “You can only see a tree's 
real shape in winter,” said “ a Cockney 
of Cockneys.’’ Many townsmen make the 
sorry mistake of neglecting their rural 
trips in winter time. They do not realise 
that for them the winter actually offers 
peculiar opportunities to know the country. 
The leafy beauty of summer veils the wild 
life of wood and hedgerow. In December 
more may be seen than in June. Cover 
has gone, and now on any country walk 
the townsman may see ‘‘a weasel travel- 
ling furtively along a ditch; a foraging 
rat, his easy summer living gone; a dog 
fox trotting quickly over a stubble field ; 
and, if one is lucky, the pageant of the 
hunt itself.”’

West 
Scotland, we sailed our hittle craft, 
the towering red perpendicular 
Myriads of sea-birds perched in ranks 
every ledge or rose screaming as we passed. 
It is a lonely coast, backed by mountainous 
ranges, with isolated hills in the foreground ; 
no homestead was anywhere to be seen, uo 
smoke betrayed the place of a lone shieling ; 
all was bleak and desolate. 

Soon there’ loomed out the bold majestic 
headland, Cape Wrath—huadreds of feet of 
grey granite rising up from the sea which 
keeps an unceasing battery against this, the 
last headland of Great Britain. It is certainly 
grand and bids proud defiance to the Atlantic 
gales. Lahd's End droops and falls away ‘to 
a weather-worn point, too modest for its 
place; but this Northern Cape stands up 
precipitously with massive buttresses, as if 
Poseidon, the great Earth-Shaker, who, 
they said long ago, fashioned Ocean's bounds, 
had rejoiced in these piled-up immensities. 
The seas round the headland were peaceful, 
and only a gentle breeze stirred the waters 
on the long Atlantic swell. It was nearly 
dawn when we sighted the Orkneys

Already we were in the outer waters of 
the Pentland Firth, that fierce tide-race, the 
strongest in Western Europe. There “The 
Merrie Men of Mey ” keep up their orgy, 4 
turmoil of boiling, breaking waters, even on 
the calmest day. Northwards, on the coast- 
line, we ‘sighted the tallest of British 
‘*Stacks,’’ a majestic column, four hundred 
and fifty feet high. This Old Man of Hoy 
looks as if it had been squared and shaped 
by Titans—“a giant that hath warred with 
heaven.” Alas! he will not stand many vears 
longer, for the seas, with their incessant 
attack, are at last undermining this huge 
monolith. The Old Man of Hoy stands near 
the western entrance to Scapa Floe, the 
inland sea of the Orkneys, where the navy 
of tiermany lies buried. 

A few miles further 
Head, the people of Orkney have erected a 
massive battlemented Lower, visible for miles, 
seaward and jiandward. It is their memorial 
to “stadt tnd Lord Kitchener, who, with

his staff 4nd Captain Saville and seven 
hundred officers men of H.M.S. Hamp- 
shire, went down into the waters, within 
sight of this headland, in June, 1916. It isa 
fitting cemetery, consecrated by the sacrifice 
of brave men. Here the Viking-haunted 
cliffs stand sentinel, and the salt sea waves 
sing a perpetual requiem. Somewhere in these 
solemn depths the war-worn bodies lies at 
rest, “hidden from the provoking of all men, 
kept from the strife of tongues.” 

Years before Lord Kitchener was born a 
felluw-countryman, Heury Francis Lyte, the 
author of “ Abide with me,” wrote some 
verses which are singularly appropriate to 
the resting place of this great soldier :— 


and 


He sleeps, serene and safe 
From tempest or from. billow, 

Where the storms that high above him chafe 
Scarce rock his peaceful pillow. 


thou mighty dead; 

thev’ve found thee 
spread, 
thee.

RESULT OF AN ENGLISH 
PROSECUTION. 

A Cheshire farmer, Leonard Plumb Smith, 
of Blacon Point Farm, appeared before the 
Chester magistrates yesterday to answer a 
charge, brought by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, that he had refused to permit one of its 
Inspectors to make imspection of his farm 
buildings and stock on December 3 in connec- 
tion with an outbreak of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease on a farm a quarter of a mile away. 

It was stated for the Ministry that the 
defendant, after agreeing to the visit, went 
to the headquarters of the Ministry in Chester 
and objected to inspectors coming from in- 
fected areas to his farm, on which he had 
established a system of isolation which had 
been approved by the Ministry, for the 
safety of his valuable stock. When. an in- 
spector visited Smith’s farm he found the 
drive gate padlocked and was refused: admis- 
sion by the lodge-keéper. 

For the Ministry it was contended that 
drastic regulations were necessary, and that 
‘inspectors had been given powers to arrest, 
without warrant, any persons who impeded 
their operations: It was explained that every 
precaution was taken by the staff to disinfect 
themselves thoroughly after any inspection. 
The inspector sent to Smith’s farm had not 
been dealing with any outbreak, but had 
admittedly been in contact with other officials 
who had been. , : 

The Chairman of the magistrates suggested 
that. a great deal of prejudice could have been 
removed by employing inspectors who had not 
been brought into contact with other out- 
breaks, directly or indirectly. 

r The magistrates imposed a-nominal penalty 
of 20s., but refused costs to the Ministry on 
the ground that the case should have n 
settled out of Court. They thought that. an 
inspector who had not been in contact with 
other outbreaks should have been employed.

The report. deals with the school year-1924- 
1925, and the financial. ana’ administrative 
years, 1924-1925-1926, and opens with a short 
sketch of thé conditions that obtained before 
the Department was established in 1924. 

CO-ORDINATION. 

““ It has been said,” says the report, ‘‘that 
one of the first steps of the Department of 
Education should have been the complete co- 
ordination of the three main branches . (pri- 
mary, secondary, and technical) of education. 
If by complete co-ordination is meant such - 


systems, As has been carried out in England 
and Scotland, it will be obvious that, even 
if such complete co-ordimation were desir- 
able, it would, in view of the variety of 
interests involved, have presented the gravest 
difficulties, 

‘The one form of immediate co-ordina- 
tion that was —— was the unification of 
aims and methods by the co-ordination of 
the curricula, of the various systems and the 
creation of adthinistrative machinery .which 
would keep the work of all three branches in 
harmony. © This co-ordination was instituted 
without any delay. by the adoption of the 
pe? and secondary programmes evolved 
»y the Commissions on primary and secon- 
dary education, by the articulation of the 
courses in the top classes, of the primary 
schools with those of the lower classes 
secondary schools, and by the unification of 
the coursés‘in the training colleges for prt- 
mary teachers with those of the secondary 
schools, so that the two systems became, to 
a large extent, one educational whole. 

“In addition to this articulation: of the 
educational work ‘of the primary and secon- 
dary systems, the Department oí Education 
has created a central co-ordinating machinery 
by the reorganisation of the inspectorates of 
the primary and secondary branches, and the 
creation from the reorganised bodies and the 
inspectorate of the technical branch of the 
Council of Chief Inspectors.’’ : 

POST-PRIMARY COURSES. 

The report goes on to remark the prin- 
cipal obstacle that debars the majority of 
pupils from taking advantage of the new 
educational co-ordination is the fact that, 
while primary education is free, post-primary 
education of any type is not. The actual per- 
centage of primary pupils who obtained post- 
primary education by university (County 
Council) scholarships was very small; and 
the Department had attempted to remedy the 
defect by adding a section to the School 
Attendance Act. empowering the Minister for 
Education to make attendance at. post- 
= courses compulsory up to the . age 
o ' 

When this section oí the Act was in fuil 
operation there would be in existence in the 
Free State a system oí free eorapetnte 
education up to the age of 16, and thus a 
much more satisfactory co-ordination of the 
primary and secondary. systems with. one 
another and with the university than existed 
at present. There would still remain, how- 
ever, a lacuna on the side of technical in- 
struction. When the Commission on Technical 
Education had reported it would be possible 
to see how both technical education proper 
and post-primary continuation would uire 
to be developed in order to meet the needs of 
the national industrial and commercial life. 
It would also be possible to complete the 
scheme of educational co-ordination now in 
process of being built up. 

The report contains an interesting sketch of 
the growth of the educational services which 
are at present being welded together under 
the Department. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

To-day the primary education in the Free 
State is carried on in 5,636 ‘schools, staffed 
by 13,043 teachers. The programme’ in 
operation in these schools from 1982 to June, 
1926, marked a new departure in many 
respects, says the report. All previous pro- 
grammes had been drawn up by a representa- 
tive. conference of educationalists, called 
together, by the primary teachers’ organisa- 
tion in 1920. 

The programme drawn up by this con- 
ference was put into operation on the 
establishment of the Provisional Government, 
and had in many respects revolutionised the 
work in the primary schools. As. however. 
it had been formed rather to mark an ideal 
attainable only after much preparatory spade 
worl: had been done than to prescribe an 
immediate scheme of work for all schools, the 
Minister for Education, at the request of the 
National Teachers’ Organisation, called a 
second conference together to review the 
working of the programme and -to report on 
the changes that might be necessary. 

The conference was similar in its con- 
stitution to the first, but somewhat more 
representative. Having finished its work 
about March the Conference issued its report 
(already Fregmnr in the Jrish T'imea) ap- 
proving of the national programme in general. 
The members of the conference were at one 
an holding that the “ true and only method 
of establishing Irish as a vernacular is the 
éffective teaching of it to the infants,’’ but it 
is felt by them at the same time that in 
this very matter ‘‘the principle of the motto, 
festina lente, is especially applicable.’’ 

i IRISH LANGUAGE. 

Coming to the matter if Irish, the Depart- 
ment’s report deals with the position of Teich 
in the primary school curriculum during the 
regime of the Commissioners of National 
Education, The teaching of Irish as an extra 
subject from 1901 to 1 had, it is stated, 
little effect on the preservation of Irish as a 
living tongue. The teachers were in general 
ill-equipped, both in the language and in 
language-teaching methods; the programme 
was of the type “ suited rather to a dead than 
a living language,” while the time devoted to 
the subject was, generally speaking, in- 
adequate. 

During the 1906-7¢school year the teaching 
of Irish within school hours was permitted, 
and, as a result of pressure from the Gaelic 
League and kindred bodies, payment for 
instruction in Irish as a subject outside school 
hours to pupils enrolled in third and’ higher 
standards, was restored. The number of 
schools in which Irish was taught as an extra 
subject rose from something over a hundred 
in 1901 to almost 2,000 in 1022. 

FIRST REAL STEP. 

The first real step towards placing the Irish 
language on a proper basis in the schools was 
initiated by the enactment of the Provisional 
Government, in 1922, that on and after March 
of that year Irish should be taught or used as 
a medium of instruction for not less than one 
full hour a day within the ordinary school 
hours in every school in which the staff, or 
any member of it, was competent to give such 
instruction. As a result of this and other 
steps Irish was now not only a subject in all 
‘schools, but a medium of instruction in an 

ing number,

In my opinion, this was 
calamitous. | He:was the one man who 
could shave done something to establish 
stable conditions. Chang Kai Sheck is the 
leader at Canton now, and he has behind 
him all the powers of Moscow, including 
Russian generals and officers.. He is now 
driving before him the other factions. 

So far there has. been: very little in- 
terference with the Enuropeans;in the 
country. The “wars’’ just sweep by and 
leave them @ntouched. It is the peaceful 
Chinese citizens who are suffering most. 
A ''general ” will come into a town, call 
the: rich merchants together and order 
them to pay tribute, which is usually a 
very large sum of money. “If you do 
not pay up by noon to-morrow,: we shall 
come and take the money ourselves,’ is 
the way the demand is made. As a rule, 
the money is handed over because the 
merchants are not in a position to put up 
a fight against the extortion. 

UNPAID FIGHTERS. 

The rank aad file of the armies are not 
paid any wages, but they are given per- 
mission to loot Chinese shops and houses 
in lieu of pay. . The soldiers simply go 
into the shops and houses and take what 
they want, but they do not, I must say, 
loot European premises in this way. 
Generally speaking, Christian missionaries 
are not subjected to interference. Very 
seldom, in my experience, have mission 
posts or European houses been looted. 

If the Southerners succeed in defeating 
their rivals they may be able to form at 
least some kind of stable government as 
they did at Canton. Then they may .pos- 
sibly shed some of the Bolshevist. ideas. 
The Chinese pedple are not “Red 
Fellows’’ ; they are really very decent, law- 
You. hear much talk oí 
feeling in the country,

encourage. it. The Chinese do not take 
kindly to Bolishevist doctrines, and they 
do not favour the anti-foreign propaganda 
which is-carried on from: Moscow. 
THE HAND OF MOSCOW. 

Bolshevist propaganda takes different 
forms, all more or less insidious. I have seen 
the servants..of European families. called 
out on strike by Bolshevists under a threat 
of death to themselves or their families. 
Similar strikes are called from time to 
time in factories and mines. They. tried 
to bring about a strike on our railway, but 
without success. The anti-British feeling 
is fostered because the Soviet regards Great 
Britain as the arch-enemy, and feels that 
if the British were once out: of the way in 
China, it would be easy to deal with the 
nationals of other countries living there. 

Many great public services in China, 
like railways and Customs, are managed 
efficiently by Europeans,- and the great 
mass of the Chinese people desire that 
this arrangement should continue because 
they have not the experience or training 
to run these services for themselves, and 
because they see that they are successfully 
and eflicienthy managed at present. From 
my experiénce of the people, they want the 
Europeans to remain and -assist them in 
the work of running the country. Some 
day all these troubles will come to an end; 
but there will always remain im the 
country a place for Europeans. It is a 
rich country and full of scope for develop- 
ment, in which the British and other 
Europeans can help enormously.

WHY NONSENSE VERSES 
WERE WRITTEN.. 

“The Poetry of Nonsense,” said M. Emile 
Cammaéerts at the Molesworth Hall, is not 
simply comic poetry; it is a special kind of 
poetry. In England the term was first used 
in,connection with Lear’s famous '“ Book of 
Nonsense,’ which was a collection of verse 
and caricatures, written to amuse some 
children he knew, and “published in 1846. 

Lear wrote a great number of those rhymes 
which came to be called “ Limericks;” though 
why they were so.called. no one seems to 
know. The craze for these “ Limericks” at 
the end of the last century and the beginning 
of this was far more sérious even than the 
craze’ fot crass-word puzzles,

NO WOUNDING WIT. 

The ‘first’ thing necessary to understand 
about such poetry is the difference between 
wit and nonsense; they aré as different as 
possible. In Lear’s nonsense writings there 
ig no wit, ne point; they are simply gro- 
tesque fancies or images. Lear does not laugh 
at anybody, he laughs with people; there is 
a joviality in his writings quite different from 
the wounding wit which sometimes hurts so 
bitterly. 

Wit may be compared to & pin, and non- 
sense to a football. The witty man tries to 
be clever, while the nonsense man plays the 
fool. In the nonsense rhymes of Lear and 
his followers there is a great deal in common 
with What might be called the practical 
nursery rhymes of England, the kind of 
topsey-turvey rhymes which consist in taking 
some idea and making it dance on its head. 

. These. topsy-turvy rhymes were written by 
people who knew children and understood 
their play. Children have the maximum of 
imagination and a small store of facts in their 
memory; in their play they combine these 
facts in every possible way. Many an old 
man has the maximum of experience and the 
minimum of imagination, e should try to 
preserve our imagination while increasing our 
store of experience. 

In England during the Victorian Era there 
was an outburst of nonsense poetry by good 
writers. who wrote specially for children. 
Lewis Carroll wrote “‘ Alice in Wonderland '' 
for a child he knew. Now an old lady, she 
recently told how he wrote that book simply 
because she teased him into doing it. 

ENGLAND THE LAND OF NSENSE. 

Kipling, writing also for a little girl, has 
written some extraordinarily good nonsense 
in his ‘‘ Just So Stories.” Nonsense breaks 
all the rules qf the ordinary world; fairy 
tales do the same, stibstituting new rules for 
the old, and they are very strict rules.

IS THE IRISHMAN 
MELANCHOLY ? 
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HUMOUR v. WIT. 

The acid test. of a sense of humour, said 
Mr. William Dawson at the Town Hall, 
Rathmines, was ability to see a joke against 
oneself. The person with a, real sense: of 
humour was not as readily moved to laughter 
as the person who lacked it; for he laughs 
best who laughs least. Vulgarity was really 
the soul of humour; nor was this remarkable, 
since being vulgar was merely being human. 
Dickens did not seem to be so much in demand 
in these days, nor Mark Twain; but they 
were both genuine humorists. 

A certain topicality was necessaty. The 
pun, happily, was dead. Practical jokes and

WHAT THE IRISH LIKE. 

Our swiftness in up-take accounted for our 
being bad conversationalists,~since no one 
listened to anyone else, and we took the words 
out of each other’s mouths. This might, ot 
course, be due also. to our native bad 
manners, Parody and caricature were forms 
of humour. in which we delight: Irish cari- 
caturists were more prone to be cruel than 
English. All religious opinions, no matter 
how seemingly fantastic, should be respected, 

The humour of the cinema was, on the 
whole, low, and’ often degrading. Taste, 
especially taste’ in humour, was more in 
danger than morals, yet the cinema humour 
was immensely popular. The Irish, though 
supposed to be witty and humorous. relied 
chiefly on Great Britain and America for 
their entertainment. The output of humour 
from Ireland at present was virtually nil. 
The, pure Celt was a melancholy creature, 
and the. Anglo-Celt—or Irishman—was not 
very much brighter. We had vivacity of 
manner anc a strain of ironic humour. - 

THE ABBEY THEATRE. 

The Abbey Theatre was far from being a 
place of amusement merely. It was more 
like a vivisection theatre. Even the comedies 
staged there were bitter and satiric. Signor 
Mussolini had forbidden organ-grinders to 
emigrate from. Italy, as they gave a false 
impression of that nation. “The Free State 
authorities might do worse than compel our 
“organ-grinders,” such as “ Abbey’’ players 
and stage Irishmen, to stay at. home for the 
same reason, 

Whether women have a sense of humour 
was a. vexed question, but it was

THE TRAINING. OF EMPLOYES. 

Scientific management, and the extent to 
which it could be applied to Irish factory 
organisation, was explained to a large audi- 
‘ence in the Physics Theatre, University 
College, Dublin, in a lecture by Professor 
B. F. Shields last night. 

Professor Shields said that scientific man- 
agement, a product of the twentieth century, 
was an attempt to bring detailed observation, 
close analysis, and scientific investigation to 
bear on the methods of working in factories 
and workshops, and to provide special mone- 
tary incentives to employés to reach the re- 
quired standards of attainments. 

Scientific management experts, he said, con- 
sidered that the managements were suffering 
from kind of mental laziness and in- 
dustrial somnolence as regards the suitability 
of their employés, the processes for the execu- 
tion of work, and the lay-out of their work- 
shops. Employés should be trained in the 
most scientific way in the work which they 
were best qualified to perform. 


AIDS TO EFFECTIVE WORKING. 

Under ordinary conditions, methods of work 
were left to the workers, who differed in 
varying degrees of technical skill, aptitude 
and general ability,’ while the management 
were merely content with the task of criticis- 
ing the results. Different aids to effective 
working should be introduced, such as the 
careful planning of the operations in advance. 
The entire working day, scientifically analysed 
and planned, was thus consumed in produc- 
tive labour. 

Detailing the working of the system, Pro- 
fessor Shields pointed out the advantages, 
limitations and defects of the so Pea to 
what extent it could be applied in Irish fac- 
tory organisation.

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CHILD WELFARE. 


PROPOSED. AMENDMENTS OF 
THE LAW. 

“- Children. Under the Present Law ” was 
the subject of discussion yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Irish Women Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, held at 5 Leinster street, Dublin. Miss 
Dodd presided, and Mrs. J. Power spoke on 
the necessity for the amendment of the 1908 
Act. As the law at present stands, persons 
undertaking the nursing or maintenance of 
a child under seven years of age must give 
notice to the local authorities within forty- 
eight hours. The age should be raised to 
nine, as inspection ceases for these children 
at seven, and the authorities may ut be 
able to. keep in touch with them.

\ oLp DUBLIN HOUSES. 
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WHO DID THE STUCCO WORK? 

Lecturing last night at a meeting of the 
Dublin Literary Society, on *‘' Georgian 
Houses,” Mr W. J. Strickland, M.R.I.A,. 
declared. that, although one could not find 
in a Dublin directory of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the name of a foreigner who did any 
stucco, work—all the names being Irish or 
English—there were still in Dublin people 
who could not get out of their heads that the 
work was done by Italians. 

“I do not know,” he said, “why people in 
Dublin try to make out that the work done 
by Irishmen was done by foreigners: it is a 
curioug trait in their characters.” The last 
of the “ cage ' houses, built of wooden beams. 
stood at the corner of Castle street and Wer- 
burgh street, and was taken down about the 
end of the eighteenth century. Dated 1711, 
the oldest existing house in Dublin was in 
Peter street, and all. the talk about houses 
built by King William being still extant was 
nonsense 

A feature of old Dublin houses, entirely 
absent in England, was that the fire-place 
was in the corner of the room. 

The lecturer showed numerous slides of old 
Dublin doorways, arches, mantel-pieces, 
stucco work, etc. 

Mr. Caffrey stated that the people of 
Dublin lacked a sense of civic pride. Dublin’s 
civic traditions went back to the Norse times, 
but its memorials, especially those of the eigh- 
teenth century, were fast fading away.

“For the first we batting has been 
recognised—in effect if not in form—as a 
legitimate industry. The State cannot 
derive an income of £5,000,000 or

a given business without that business re- 
ceiving a status and a sanction, which was 
previously denied to it, The ingenuity and 
political skill of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer have done a good deal more than 
merely make a gain for the Exchequer. He 
has initiated a profound modification in, 
setting his foot on the neck of the dragon 
cant. 

“Tf it is true that only 5 per cen 
betting is done on the racecourse, while 95 

er, cent, is done in the offices away, no levy 
os the racecourse authorities will be adequate 
without @ return to the race fund from the 
Exchequer. Such a return would be of the 
nature of cost of maintenance of a factory, 
and must be a prior charge. 

TAX ON WINNINGS ONLY. 

“Tt is clear that in many details the 
betting tax will have to be modified. The 
first latin is that the tax should be levied on 
winnings, and not on turnover. Buch a 
change, in removing a feeling of injustice, 
would be a considerable gain; the loss to re- 
venue would be comparatively small—beiween 
3 and 4 per cent. 

“My own view has always been that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has opened the 
door of licensing much too wide, and has 
created for himself future difficulties of a 
similar character to that resulting from the 
indiscriminate licensing of publichouses. The 
supply of bookmakers should have been 
strictly limited, and adequate guarantees 
should have been demanded. ema 

“The immediately urgent modification is 
that the race fund should not be unduly 
starved through the operation of the new tax. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer should take 
instant measures to protect himself from the 
charge that he has killed the goose which 
lays the goldén eggs, 

IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 

‘Consider what is done in other countries 

less concerned than England is with thorough- 
bred breeding. In France 7 per cent. of the 
total levy goes to racing societies and breed- 
ing; in Germany iy all vagy are made to 
race clubs from the produce of the betting 
tax; in Italy racecourse companies. collect a 
‘heavy tax from bookmakers and the ' par! 
mutuel.’ It appears to be that our interests 
in this matter are entirely consonant with 
those of the racecourse executives. We have 
had differences with them in the past on 
other matters, but our interests and theirs, 
together with those of the racecourse public, 
are now absolutely identical. 
, "1 see it stated that the racecourse execu- 
tives are alarmed at the present position and 
at the decreased attendances. That I regard 
as a passing phenomenon if those who control 
racing and manage racecourses adopt appro- 
priate measures. 

“As regards the racing public, if the funds 
of the racecourse societies were supplemented 
in the manner I suggest there would be in- 
comparably better accommodation and a much 
lower charge for entrance. Conditions in this 
country on both points compare most un- 
favourably with those in other countries, 
notably in Australia. The present oppor- 
tunity is a great one, and I hope it wilt be 
intelligently used.

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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT 
THE FIRST SHOT. 


—-——- 
SHOOTING AFFRAY ON 
CO. CORK DEMESNE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
John Clifford, of Mitchelstown, Co. Cork, 
was found not guilty of shooting at Thomas 
Murphy on the 19th November, 1925, with 
intent to eause grievous bedily harm, but 
guilty of common assault. In view of his 
good character the judge bound him over for 

two years in his own recOgnisance of £10. 

It was stated for the prosecution that 
originally two men were charged with shoot- 
ing at Thomas Murphy, but one of the men, 
named Thomas Coleman, was at present an 
inmate of a mental hospital and unfit to take 
his trial.. Thomas Murphy, the injured man, 
and his brother Michael had been given the 
right to trap rabbits on the Kingston 
demesne, near Mitchelstown, and on this 
night. they came in contact with the accused 
and Thomas Coleman, who were there with 
guns as poachers. Three shots were fired at 
Thomas Murphy, who was very badly 
wounded. 

Thomas Murphy stated that on hearing 
shots on the demesne. he and his brother 
separated. Subsequently he saw two men 
within forty yards of him, and. he shouted ; 
“Come out, Coleman; I know you.” The 
men asked him to put up his hands, but he 
refused, whereupon one of the men knelt 
down, presented a gun and, after he had 
again refused to put up his hands, fired a 
shot. The witness received pellets in the face, 
chest and left arm. He ran away, and when 
he had gone about fifteen yards another shot 
came through the bushes, one pellet hitting 
him ia the arm. 
leaves beside him.

Lastly, as regards cleanliness. A dust- 

bath should be provided by putting a few 
panfuls of dry turf-mould or ashes in a 
corner. If the fowls are restless and show 
_signs of vermin, their coops and perches 
should, be washed down wijh a Jeyes’ fluid 
solution, and then painted with paraffin oil. 
The walls should be washed with hot lime. 
Insect pests are a great, deterrent to winter 
laying. .

FUTURE OF IRISH BUT TER 


IMPORTANCE OF ok Toa habs 


Having led in the provision. of the first 
dairy school in these islands thirty years ago, 
Cork has again become the chief centre in 
Ireland for instruction in dairying. Bó ‘said 
Mr. 
Lands and Agriculture, in his address at the 
inaugural meeting of. the Dairy. Setence 
Society held at University College, Cork, on 
the 3rd inst. They now had a Faculty of 
Dairy. Science in connection with that col- 
lege, and they had splendid opportunities for 
education and. research. 

By means of increased milk yields, the nro- 
cucer could obtain much better returns than 
he was getting. “This could be done by the 
adoption of cow- -testing. / The first Associa 
tion .was formed at Lissarda, Co: Cork, in 
1308-9. Now they had 208 associations, with 
4.070 members. and 553,730 cows under test. 
Progress might he relatively slow, but the 
work of these associations was becoming more 
widespread. They should, however, be taken 


Increasing the Milk Yield. 

Quoting from milk. records, the. leeturer 
showed how the average. yield im individual 
herds had been increased by as much ás 200 
gallons in a period ‘of seven years. One man 
with five cows increased the milking capac ity 
of his herd in. seven .years .by 2,065 gallons, 
which, at 6d. per gallon for whole milk, ‘re- 
presented an increased’ income of £52. per 
annum. The average difference between a 
good ‘and a bad cow might amount to £20 


,per cow. 


If in ten years they doubled their output, 
what followed? Increased money. to. the 
farmer, increased vields, and reduced working 
expenses at the creamery.. Not only could 
they increase the output of milk, but by im- 
provement of pastures. the stock carrying 
capacity of the land could he increased by 
one-third. . They could also aim at a higher 
percentage of butter fat. 
Cleanliness. and. Water Supply. 
In addition to being clean itself, milk 
should be sent out in clean cans. They must 
have cleaner cows, byres, and pails,.atid each 
prospective creamery manager should be “able 
to show. the farmer how to do such things as 
laying a concrete floor in the-byre. They 
should learn. not only to test milk for dirt, 
staleness, or contamination, and,thus, classify 
for payrhent, as in the fat test, test cleanest 
milk getting the highest price, but they 
should also be able to show the farmer what 
he could do with his present équipment. 
It was easy to clean things where water 
was on tap, but it was different where-it had 
to be drawn, say, a quarter of a mile. 
the duty of every owner of premises receiving 
milk to see there. was water for cleaning ob 
tainable.

BOTH WITNESSES DEAD. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH 


T.) 

Mr. Hubert Hamilton, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Matheson (instructed by Mr. Hugh 
O’Donnell, Carlow), applied for an order that 
probate of the last will, dated árd November, 
1880, of the Very Rev. John H. O'Donnell, 
late of Ballybrack, Co. Dublin, who died on 
the 9th June, 1926, might issue to Thomas 
Henry O'Donnell, the surviving executor 
named in the will, notwithstanding that the 
attestation clause was defective. 
Counsel said that there was a very slight 
defect in the attestation clause, and the only 
reason that he had to make the application 
at all was that both witnesses to the will 
were dead, and he could not, therefore, get 
an affidavit of due execution from them; but 
he thought that upon the facts of the case he 
could show that the will was properly 
executed. The will was drawn by the de- 
ceased, in compliance with a canonical rule of 
‘the Dublin Diocese, about the time of his 
ordination, on the 3rd November, 1880. It was 
then lodged with, and remained in the custody 
of, the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, 
and his successor, the Very Rev. Dr. Byrne, 
until 12th June, 1926, when it was handed, 
by direction of the Archbishop, to Hugh 
O'Donnell, solicitor, at the funeral of the 
deceased. The will was enclosed in an 
envelope, on which was written: “The last 
will and testament of the Rev. John 
O'Donnell; of Deigany. Executor, Rev.. 
Laurence O’Byrne, C€.C. Newtownmount- 
kennedy.”’ The will was written on one 
single sheet of paper. The envelope named 
only one executor, whereas the will nomi- 
nated two. Thomas O'Donnell, of Newbridge, 
now a retired bank manager, residing at 
“ Danesby,’’ Athy road, Carlow, brother of 
the deceased, was the sole surviving executor. 
The preseat application was of no practical 
interest to the next-of-kin, because the 
universal legatee and devisee under the will 
was the deceused’s mother, and she pre- 
deceased him, so that the will amounted to 
an intestacy. . 
Mr. Hamilton referred to affidavits of the 
Rev. Patrick Dunne as to the finding of the 
envelope containing the will, and verifying 
the signature of testator; of the Very Rev. 
Thomas O’Byrne, P.P., Ringsend, verifying 
the signature of the Rev. Laurence O’Byrne, 
deceased, one of the attesting witnesses; and 
of Hugh O'Donnell, exhibiting a letter from 
the sister of the deceased, Mrs. Anne 
Donovan, of Clonmel, agreeing to 
executor obtaining probate. 

With regard to the Rev. Peter Segrave, 
the other attesting witness to the will, it had 
been found impossible to obtain evidence 
verifying his signature. He died over 35 
years ago, and even the curates who were 
with him were both dead and counsel sub- 
mitted that there was sufficient proof con- 
tained in the affidavits referred to, to show 
that the will was perfectly valid. 
The Master, agreeing that the. affidavits 
were sufficient proof, granted the application. 
The assets of the deceased clergyman, 
which consisted solely of personal estate, 
amounted in value to about £2,150.

Dublin, in an action brought against them 
by the plaintiffs, to recover £3,157 odd on 
foot of a joint and several guarantee for 
the payments of £4,000, advanced to their 
brother, Joseph R. Smith, Malahide, to 
enable him to pay for and stock a farm of 
land which he had purchased for £2,500, a 
fourth of which sum he had paid. The lease 
or title deeds of the farm had been lodged 
with the bank, it appeared, along with the 
guarantee, by way of collateral security, The 
guarantee was dated February 25th, 1918. 
A demand was made on the defendants for 
payment on the 9th November, 1925, when, it 
was stated, there was a sum of £7,680 Qs. 5d. 
due by the borrower, Joseph Smith. On 
the 12th November, 1925, the two defendants 
paid £1,000 to the bank on account of the 
uarantee. The writ in the action was issued 
in April last. 
Mr. Justice Hanna had held that the 
guarantee was in substance only a guarantee 
for £4,000, and on that basis it was admitted 
there was nothing due, as there was £5, 
credited to Joseph Smith for the farm, an 
£1,000 was paid into the bank, and the two 
gentlemen only became sureties for £4,000. 
Having regard to the amount lodged in Court 
for interest, he dismissed the action with 
costs, and ordered the £100 lodged by the 
defendants te be paid out to the plaintiffs 
to cover the interest on the money advanced. 
His Lordship also dismissed the defendants’ 
counterclaim, being of opinion that it was 
unnecessary ander the circumstances.

The advance, it was stated, was 
to be in the first instance for a period of 
six months, the period to be extended on 
application for renewal, no such application 
having been made. 
For the appellants it was sfated that the 
guarantee and the letter were practically the 
same ; and for the respondents it was pointed 
out that the — was different from the 
letter, and t on the question of repre- 
sentation they were entitled to recission or 
rectification, their liability being confined to 
the advance of £4,000, with interest. 
The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned till this morning.
